F you are »she average motorist, you find it mystifying 
that the price of gasoline should change without ap- 


parent/eason. One day yon pay 25 cents a gallon; on 
your next trip to the filling station it may be a cent or twd 
more or less.

F you are »she average motorist, you find it mystifying 
that the price of gasoline should change without ap- 


parent/eason. One day yon pay 25 cents a gallon; on 
your next trip to the filling station it may be a cent or twd 
more or less.
